“ELECTRICAL  ENERGY  INSPECTION 
ACT.” 

Regulations. 

IM'OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
’  Council  No.  16,  approved  January  7th,  1950, 
the  following  regulations  have  been  made: — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  CERTIFI¬ 
CATES  OF  COMPETENCY  FOR  ELEC¬ 
TRICAL  CONTRACTORS. 

Certificates  of  Competency. 

1.  (a)  In  any  district  in  the  Province  which 
has  been  stipulated,  by  publication  of  a  notice 
in  the  Gazette,  as  coming  within  the  scope  of 
these  regulations,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  do  electrical  work  as  an  electrical 
contractor  unless  he  be  the  holder  of  an  unex¬ 
pired  Certificate  of  Competency  of  the  required 
grade,  and  any  person  who  does  such  work 
without  being  the  holder  of  an  unexpired  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Competency  of  the  required  grade 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these 
regulations,  punishable  on  summary  conviction 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50). 

( b )  A  Certificate  of  Competency  (herein¬ 
after  called  “  certificate  ”)  may  be  issued  to 
any  person  who  has  passed  the  examination 
prescribed  under  these  regulations,  or  to  any 
corporation  or  partnership  having  as  its  ac¬ 
credited  representative  at  least  one  member  or 
full-time  employee  who  has  passed  such  exami¬ 
nation.  Such  certificate  shall  be  in  force  only 
so  long  as  the  aforesaid  representative  shall 
continue  to  be  a  member  or  full-time  employee 
of  said  corporation  or  partnership.  Should 
the  said  representative  cease  to  remain  a  mem¬ 
ber  or  full-time  employee  of  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion  or  partnership,  the  said  corporation  or 
partnership  shall  immediately  notify  the  Board 
of  Examiners  in  writing  of  such  change,  and 
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shall  arrange  for  the  registration  with  the 
Board  of  a  substitute  representative.  Failure 
of  such  written  notification  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  cause  for  cancellation  of  the  certificate. 

(c)  Certificate  “A”  may  be  issued  to  any 
person  who  has  passed  the  examination  pre¬ 
scribed  therefor  by  these  regulations,  or  to  any 
corporation  or  partnership  having  as  its  ac¬ 
credited  representative  a  member  or  full-time 
employee  who  has  passed  such  examination. 

(cZ)  Certificate  “  B  ”  may  be  issued  to  any 
person  who  has  passed  the  examination  pre¬ 
scribed  therefor  by  these  regulations,  or  to 
any  corporation  or  partnership  having  as  its 
accredited  representative  a  member  or  full¬ 
time  employee  who  has  passed  such  examina¬ 
tion.  Certificate  “  B  ”  shall  restrict  the  holder 
thereof  to  undertaking  electrical  installations 
in  which  the  current  and  voltage  in  the  com¬ 
pleted  installation  do  not  exceed  six  hundred 
(600)  amperes  and  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
(750)  volts  respectively,  and  to  construction 
and  repair  of  “  dead  ”  overhead  electric  lines 
on  private  properties  in  rural  areas. 

(e)  Certificate  “  C  ”  may  be  issued  to  any 
person  who  has  passed  the  examination  pre¬ 
scribed  therefor  by  these  regulations,  or  to 
any  corporation  or  partnership  having  as  its 
accredited  representative  a  member  or  full¬ 
time  employee  who  has  passed  such  examina¬ 
tion.  Certificate  “  C  ”  shall  restrict  the  holder 
thereof  to  undertaking  electrical  installations 
in. private  residences,  or  in  industrial  or  com¬ 
mercial  premises  in  which  the  completed  instal¬ 
lation  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  (100)  am¬ 
peres  at  thi-ee  hundred  (300)  volts,  single¬ 
phase  power. 

(/)  Temporary  Certificate  “  TA,”  “  TB,”  or 
“  TC  ”  may  be  issued  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  to  a  person  awaiting  the 
next  examination  date,  or  to  one  who  has 
failed  his  examination  by  a  narrow  margin. 
Such  certificate  shall  be  valid  only  until  the 
next  succeeding  examination  after  date  of 
issue,  but  in  no  case  for  a  period  exceeding 
six  (6)  months,  and  not  more  than  two  (2) 
shall  be  issued  to  any  one  individual.  The 
holder  of  Certificate  “  TA,”  “  TB,”  or  “  TC  ” 
shall  have,  during  the  period  specified  thereon, 
the  same  privileges  and  powers  as  if  he  were 
the  holder  of  Certificate  “  A,”  “  B,”  or  “  C,”  as 
the  case  may  be.  When  the  holder  of  a  tem¬ 
porary  certificate  has  passed  the  prescribed 
examination,  he  may  be  issued  with  Certificate 
“  A,”  “  B,”  or  “  C,”  as  the  case  may  be,  or  with 
probational  certificate  as  provided  under  clause 
6  (e)  of  these  regulations  upon  payment  of 
the  difference  in  fees  as  prescribed  under  sec¬ 
tion  2  of  these  regulations.  Provided  that  no 
credit  shall  be  allowed  for  any  fees  which  have 
been  charged  for  a  certificate  issued  during  a 
previous  six-month  period  as  defined  under 
section  2,  subsection  (d) ,  hereinafter.  Pro¬ 
vided  further  that  where  a  temporary  certifi¬ 
cate  is  issued  during  the  second  six-month 
period  as  defined  under  clause  2  ( d )  herein¬ 
after,  no  additional  fee  will  be  charged  for  a 
certificate  or  pi’obational  certificate  of  the 
same  class  to  cover  the  balance  of  the  said 
period. 

(g)  Probational  certificates  as  described  in 
Regulation  6,  subsection  ( e ),  may  be  issued. 
Fees  shall  be  charged  for  such  probational 
certificates  as  listed  hereinafter. 


Fees. 


2.  (a)  All  fees  shall  be  payable  to  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Electrical  Energy. 

( b )  Fees  for  examinations  for  cei’tificates 
are  not  refundable  and  shall  be  additional  to 
other  fees  provided  for  under  these  regula¬ 
tions.  They  shall  be  paid  to  obtain  eligibility 
for  examinations. 


(c)  Fees  for  temporary  certificates  shall  be 
as  follows: — 

Certificate  “  TA  ”  - -  $12.50 

Certificate  “  TB  ”  _  6.25 

Certificate  “  TC  ”  _ _  2.50 

(d)  Annual  fees  for  certificates  shall  be  as 
follows: —

Certificate  “  B  ”  _  12.50 

Certificate  “  C  ”  — - - 5.00 

For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection  the  calen¬ 
dar  year  shall  be  divided  into  two  six-month 
periods  as  follows: — 

First  period:  January  1st  to  June  30th, 
inclusive. 

Second  period:  July  1st  to  December  31st, 
inclusive. 

Certificates  issued  during  the  first  six-month 
period  shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rates  set 
forth  in  the  foregoing  schedule.  Fees  for  cer¬ 
tificates  issued  during  the  second  such  period 
shall  be  one-half  the  annual  fees. 

(e)  Fees  for  probational  certificates  shall

(/)  Fees  for  certificates  are  not  refundable. 

(g)  Fees  for  examinations  for  certificates

Certificate  “  A  ”  -  $20.00 

Certificate  “  B  ”  _  15.00 

Certificate  “  C  ”  _  10.00 

(h)  Except  as  provided  for  in  Regulation  1, 
subsection  (/) ,  certificates  shall  be  valid  for 
the  current  calendar  year  only,  and  shall  not 
be  issued  until  the  prescribed  fee  has  been 
paid. 

( i )  Certificates  issued  under  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  be  non-transferable. 


3.  Certificates  issued  under  these  regulations 
may  at  any  time  be  suspended,  revoked,  or 
cancelled  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  cause. 

4.  Without  limiting  the  general  powers  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  a  certificate  may  be 
suspended,  revoked,  or  cancelled  for  any  of  the 
following  causes:— 

(a)  Incompetency. 

( b )  Dereliction  of  duty. 

(c)  Improper  or  fraudulent  use  of  certifi¬ 
cate. 

(d)  Consistently  poor  performance  of  work 
and  consistent  laxity  in  complying  with 
the  I’egulations  governing  such  work  or 
in  rectifying  any  faults  or  defects  in 
the  work. 

5.  Every  certificate  issued  to  an  electrical 
contractor  shall  be  kept  posted  in  a  conspicu¬ 
ous  location  in  the  administrative  offices  of 
such  contractor.  Any  omission  to  post  the 
certificate  as  required  herein  shall  of  itself  be 
proof  of  lack  of  qualification  under  these  regu¬ 
lations. 


Examinations. 


6.  (a)  A  Board  of  Examiners  consisting  of 
five  members  shall  be  constituted  as  follows: — 
The  Chief  Inspector  of  Electrical  Energy 
(chairman) . 

One  Inspector  of  Electrical  Energy. 

One  city  or  municipal  electrical  inspector,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Two  electrical  contractors  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  for  a 
period  of  one  year,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  recommended  to  the  Minister  by  the 
Vancouver  Electrical  Association.  Both 
of  these  electrical  contractors  shall  be 
holders  of  certificates  in  good  standing. 
( b )  During  the  first  sixty  (60)  days  after 
passage  of  these  regulations,  a  quorum  shall 
consist  of  the  chairman  and  two  members. 
Subsequent  to  the  said  sixty-day  period  after 
passage  of  these  regulations,  a  quorum  shall 
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consist  of  the  chairman  and  three  members, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Inspector,  the 
Inspector  of  Electrical  Energy  shall  be  chair¬ 
man. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  serve 
without  fee,  but  reasonable  travelling  expenses 
in  connection  with  carrying  out  examinations 
may  be  allowed. 

(cl)  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  be 
deemed  to  l’ender  the  Board  either  jointly  or 
individually  responsible  for  any  damage  or  loss 
caused  to  any  person  or  property  through  a 
regulation  or  order  of  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  of  a  certificate  hav¬ 
ing  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

(e)  The  written  and  oral  parts  of  the  ex¬ 
aminations  for  certificates  shall  contain  ques¬ 
tions  on  general  electrical  theory  and  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Electrical  Code.  If  the  candidate  obtains 
marks  amounting  to  sixty  (GO)  per  centum  of 
the  total,  a  certificate  may  be  issued  proba- 
tional  upon  a  final  field  check  of  workmanship. 
When  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  satisfied  with 
the  quality  of  workmanship,  the  probational 
certificate  shall  be  surrendered  and  a  certifi¬ 
cate  shall  be  issued  upon  payment  of  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  fees  as  shown  in  section  2  of  these 
regulations;  provided  that  no  credit  shall  be 
allowed  for  any  fees  which  have  been  charged 
for  a  certificate  issued  during  a  pi'evious  six- 
month  period  as  defined  under  section  2,  sub¬ 
section  (cl) ,  hereof.  The  Board  of  Examiners 
may  terminate  the  practical  examination  at 
any  time  and  cancel  the  probational  certificate 
for  cause. 

(/)  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  prescribe 
examinations  for  certificates.  The  Board  shall 
at  its  discretion  select  places  in  which  examin¬ 
ations  are  to  be  held,  and  there  shall  be  at 
least  two  examinations  in  each  year. 

( g )  The  Board  of  Examiners  may  at  its 
discretion  issue  certificates  without  previous 
examination  to  applicants  who  have  been  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  business  of  electrical  contracting 
within  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  over 
a  continuous  period  of  two  (2)  years  prior  to 
the  passage  of  these  regulations;  provided 
that  such  application  for  certificates  shall  be 
made  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of 
passage  of  these  regulations. 

(h)  If  any  person,  corporation,  or  partner¬ 
ship  feels  aggrieved  by  any  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  he,  or  it,  may  appeal  to 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  by  giving  notice 
in  writing  of  intention  to  appeal  within  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  making  of  the  decision 
appealed  from,  or  within  such  further  time  as 
the  Minister  may  allow. 

( i )  The  Minister  shall  hear  and  determine 
the  matter  of  appeal,  and  if  the  appellant  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Minister, 
he  may,  within  one  month  of  the  date  of 
receipt  of  such  decision,  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  a  Judge 
of  the  County  Court  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  which  the  appellant  resides  or  carries 
on  business. 

With  reference  to  Regulation  1  of  the  said 
regulations,  the  district  stipulated  may  be 
more  particularly  described  as  follows :  All 
that  portion  of  the  Province  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia  lying  south  of  a  line  parallel  to  and  ten 
(10)  miles  north  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  line  from  Prince  Rupert  easterly  to 
the  easterly  Provincial  boundary  on  the  said 
line  at  Red  Pass,  but  not  including  the  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  cn  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

IS  HONOUR  the  Administrator  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  following 
regulations  pursuant  to  section  7  of  the  “  Graz¬ 
ing  Act  ” : — 

GRAZING  REGULATIONS. 

( Pursuant  to  the  Provisions  of  the  “  Grazing 
Act,”  R.S.B.C.  191+8,  Chapter  138.) 


Application. 

Regulation  No.  1. — These  regulations  shall 
apply  to  the  Crown  range  within  every  grazing 
district  constituted  under  the  “  Grazing  Act.” 

Administration. 

Regulation  No.  2. — For  the  purpose  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  best  possible  use  of  a  Crown  range  in 
the  promotion  of  live-stock  raising,  the  Min¬ 
ister  of  Lands  and  Forests  may,  in  his  discre¬ 
tion  : — 

(а)  Apportion  the  Crown  range  between  the 
users  or  groups  of  users  thereof: 

(б)  Determine  the  class  or  classes  of  ani¬ 
mals  and  the  number  thereof  which  may 
be  depastured  on  the  Crown  range  or 
any  part  thereof: 

(c)  Establish  grazing  periods  for  the  Crown 
range  or  any  part  thereof,  and  from 
time  to  time  close  the  range  or  any  part 
thereof  and  prohibit  the  depasturing  of 
animals  thereon: 

( d )  Divide  the  Crown  range  into  areas  for 
the  purpose  of  the  separate  or  exclusive 
administration  and  use  of  any  area  in 
co-operation  with  an  approved  live-stock 
association  or  otherwise: 

(e)  Provide  for  the  issuance  of  grazing  per¬ 
mits,  and  prescribe  the  form  and  condi¬ 
tions  thereof: 

(/)  Assign  to  any  officer  of  the  Forest  Ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Forests  such  duties  as  may  be  consid¬ 
ered  necessary  for  the  proper  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Crown  range: 

(g)  Delegate  to  any  approved  live-stock 
association  such  powers  as  are  neces¬ 
sary  or  convenient  for  the  effectual  pro¬ 
tection,  management,  and  improvement 
of  the  Crown  range  or  any  part  thereof : 

(h)  Provide  for  the  granting  of  permits  to 
cut  wild  or  natural  hay  on  the  meadows 
on  any  Crown  range  and  prescribe  the 
form  and  conditions  thereof: 

(i)  Expend  such  public  moneys  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  Crown  range  as  may 
be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

Grazing  Permits. 

Regulation  No.  3. —  (1)  Any  person  desiring 
to  use  the  Crown  range  for  grazing  purposes 
in  any  year  may  make  application  to  an  officer 
of  the  Forest  Service  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Foi’ests  for  a  grazing  permit  enti¬ 
tling  him  to  depasture  animals  thereon,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Grazing  Act  ”  and 
these  regulations  and  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  grazing  permit.  Every  person  claiming 
priority  under  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
the  “  Grazing  Act  ”  in  the  granting  of  grazing 
permits  shall  file  his  application  for  a  grazing 
permit  with  the  Forest  Service  not  later  than 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  and  shall 
state  in  the  application  the  ground  on  which  he 
claims  priority. 

(2)  Where  an  application  for  a  grazing  per¬ 
mit  is  approved  by  an  approving  officer  of  the 
Forest  Service,  he  may  require  the  applicant 
to  give  at  least  ten  days’  notice  by  mail  or 
otherwise  to  the  nearest  officer  of  the  Forest 
Service  before  proceeding  to  depasture  any 
animal  on  the  Crown  range  under  the  permit. 


When  so  directed  by  an  officer  of  the  Forest 
Service,  the  applicant  or  the  holder  of  a  graz¬ 
ing  permit  shall  make  satisfactory  provision 
for  having  all  his  animals  counted  by  an  officer 
of  the  Forest  Service  either  before  or  after 
they  are  turned  out  on  the  range,  and  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  the  grazing  permit  may  be  withheld 
until  such  provision  for  a  count  is  made. 

(3)  Where  the  grazing  conditions  in  respect 
of  the  use  of  any  Crown  range  have  become 
sufficiently  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests,  he  may  in  his 
discretion  authorize  the  issuance  of  grazing 
permits  for  terms  not  exceeding  ten  years,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  payment  each  year  of  grazing  fees 
at  the  prescribed  rates  in  respect  of  the  total 
number  of  animals  covered  by  the  permit;  and 
no  reduction  of  fees  shall  be  made  for  any 
decrease  in  the  number  of  animals  depastured 
by  the  holder  of  the  permit,  unless  the  decrease 
is  occasioned  by  circumstances  satisfactory  to 
the  Minister  and  the  reduction  is  approved  by 
him  in  writing.  Any  increase  in  the  number 
of  animals  depastured  by  the  holder,  if  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Minister,  may  be  covered  by 
annual  grazing  permits  or  by  a  special  permit 
for  the  balance  of  the  term  covered  by  the 
original  permit. 

(4)  Except  in  the  case  of  free  or  partially 
free  grazing  permits  issued  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  9  of  the  “  Grazing  Act  ”  or  pursuant  to 
Regulation  No.  6  and  special  permits  issued 
under  clause  (6)  of  this  regulation,  the  holder 
of  every  grazing  permit  shall  pay  to  the  Min¬ 
ister  of  Lands  and  Forests  in  respect  of  the 
permit  and  the  depasturing  of  animals  there¬ 
under  fees  at  rates  calculated  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  base  and  minimum  fee  for  cattle 
shall  be  five  cents  per  head  per  month 
and  for  sheep  one  and  one-quarter  cents 
per  head  per  month: 

(b)  The  actual  rate  charged  in  each  year 
shall  have  the  same  ratio  to  the  basic 
fee  that  the  average  price  received  by 
producers  for  the  immediately  preced¬ 
ing  year  has  to  the  corresponding  aver¬ 
age  price  for  the  year  1939: 

(c)  The  prices  to  be  used  under  clause  ( b ) 
shall  be  the  yearly  weighted  average 
prices  of  total  sales  on  Vancouver  stock- 
yards  for  cattle  and  sheep  respectively, 
as  the  same  are  published  in  the  Annual 
Market  Review  by  the  Marketing  Ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  by  authority 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture: 

(cl)  The  rate  for  horses  shall  be  one  and 
one-quarter  times  the  rate  as  deter¬ 
mined  above  for  cattle  each  year: 

(e)  Rates  shall  be  calculated  to  the  nearest 
cent  per  head  per  month  for  cattle  and 
the  nearest  one-quarter  cent  for  sheep 
and  horses: 

All  fees  shall  be  payable  upon  the  issuance 
of  the  grazing  permit,  and  if  not  paid  on  or 
before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  of  the 
year  in  which  they  are  payable,  interest  on  the 
amount  thereof  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one- 
half  per  centum  per  annum  from  that  date 
until  paid  shall  be  added  thereto  and  form 
part  of  the  fees  payable  in  respect  of  the  graz¬ 
ing  permit;  provided,  however,  that  where 
grazing  fees  payable  by  any  person  do  not 
exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  year,  no  interest 
shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  such  fees.  No 
induction  or  rebate  in  fees  shall  be  made  unless 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  of  Lands  and 
Forests  the  holder  of  the  permit  is  prevented 
from  depasturing  cattle  pursuant  to  the  per¬ 
mit  by  circumstances  beyond  his  control,  nor 
unless  application  for  the  reduction  or  rebate 
is  made  immediately  after  such  circumstances 
have  arisen.  The  foregoing  fees  shall  not  be 
payable  in  respect  of  animals  under  six  months 
old  at  the  time  they  are  turned  on  the  range 
which  are  the  natural  increase  of  animals  de¬ 
pastured  thereon  in  respect  of  which  fees  are 
payable. 
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(5)  In  co-operating  with  a  live-stock  associ¬ 
ation  approved  in  respect  of  any  Crown  range 
or  area  pursuant  to  these  regulations,  a  con¬ 
dition  may  be  inserted  in  all  grazing  permits 
issued  in  respect  of  that  range  or  area,  whether 
to  members  of  the  live-stock  association  or  to 
other  persons,  that  the  holder  shall  pay  to  the 
live-stock  association  all  dues  and  assessments 
imposed  on  or  demanded  from  the  holder  as  a 
member  of  the  live-stock  association,  or  similar 
dues  and  assessments  to  those  which  may  be 
imposed  on  or  demanded  by  the  live-stock  asso¬ 
ciation  from  its  members,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenditures  made 
by  the  live-stock  association  in  the  protection, 
management,  or  improvement  of  the  range  or 
area  for  the  common  benefit  of  all  the  users 
thereof. 

(6)  Special  permits  may  be  issued  by  an 
officer  of  the  Forest  Service  to  authorize  the 
driving  or  crossing  of  animals  over  any  Crown 
range  during  such  periods  and  subject  to  such 
conditions  as  are  stated  in  the  permits. 

(7)  Grazing  permits  shall  be  granted  only 
for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the  owner 
of  the  animals  covered  by  the  permit,  and  shall 
not  be  transferable  in  any  manner.  Every 
grazing  permit  shall  be  subject  to  cancellation 
where  the  holder  has  disposed  of  his  business 
of  live-stock  raising,  or  has  ceased  to  depas¬ 
ture  animals  thereunder;  but  where  the  holder 
has  sold  his  animals  or  part  of  them  to  a  per¬ 
son  engaged  in  the  business  of  live-stock  rais¬ 
ing,  the  holder  may  with  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  surrender  his 
permit  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  in  substi¬ 
tution  therefor  a  grazing  permit  in  the  name 
of  the  purchaser  or  separate  grazing  permits 
in  the  names  of  the  purchaser  and  the  former 
holder  as  the  circumstances  may  warrant. 

(8)  The  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  may 
order  the  revocation  of  any  grazing  permit  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  any  violation  of  the  terms 
or  conditions  of  the  permit  or  of  any  px-ovision 
of  these  regulations,  or  any  direction  or  re¬ 
quirement  given  or  made  thereunder. 

Hay-cutting  Permits. 

Regulation  No.  U- — (1)  Any  person  desiring 
to  cut  wild  or  natural  hay  on  the  meadows  of 
any  Crown  range  may  make  application  to  an 
officer  of  the  Forest  Service  for  a  permit  to 
cut  such  hay. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  special  regulations  appli¬ 
cable  to  the  Crown  range,  the  fee  chargeable 
for  a  permit  to  cut  wild  or  natural  hay  on  the 
meadows  of  any  Crown  range  shall  be  calcu¬ 
lated  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents 
and  not  more  than  one  dollar  per  ton,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Minister,  of  the  hay  to  be  cut, 
and  shall  be  payable  upon  the  issuance  of  the 
permit. 

(3)  Permits  to  cut  hay  shall  not  be  trans¬ 
ferable  and  shall  be  granted  for  the  exclusive 
use  and  benefit  of  the  permittee. 

Live-stock  Associations. 


tions,  and  for  co-operating  with  the  officers  of 
the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  in  the 
enforcement  and  carrying  into  effect  of  all 
regulations  applicable  to  the  Crown  range  or 
area  in  respect  of  which  the  association  was 
approved. 

Unfenced  Private  Lands. 

Regulation  No.  6‘. — The  Minister  of  Lands 
and  Forests  may  enter  into  administrative 
arrangements  with  the  owner  or  lessee  of  un¬ 
fenced  privately  owned  lands  adjoining  any 
Crown  range  for  the  depasturing  in  common 
of  those  lands  and  the  Crown  range,  and  for 
the  granting  to  him  of  a  free  or  partially  free 
grazing  permit  for  the  depasturing  of  his 
animals  on  the  Crown  range,  subject  to  the 
special  condition  that  during  the  term  of  the 
permit  the  animals  of  other  persons  lawfully 
depastured  on  the  Crown  range  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  run  in  common  over  the  adjoining 
unfenced  privately  owned  lands  aforesaid. 

Offences  and  Penalties. 

Regulation  No.  7. —  (1)  No  person  shall: — 

(a)  Drive  or  depasture  any  animal  or  allow 
any  animal  owned  or  controlled  by  him 
to  be  upon  any  Crown  range,  unless  that 
animal  is  covered  by  a  permit  issued 
therefor  under  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations : 

( b )  Depasture  any  animal  or  allow  any  ani¬ 
mal  owned  or  controlled  by  him  to  be 
upon  any  Crown  range  which  has  been 
closed  under  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations : 

( c )  Neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  term 
or  condition  of  a  grazing  permit  held  by 
him : 

(cl)  Refuse  or  neglect  to  remove  any  animal 
owned  or  controlled  by  him  from  a 
Crown  range  at  the  termination  of  the 
grazing  period,  or  upon  the  order  of  an 
officer  of  the  Forest  Service  to  do  so  on 
account  of  failure  to  comply  with  any 
of  these  regulations  or  any  term  or  con¬ 
dition  of  a  grazing  permit: 

(e)  Refuse  or  neglect  to  observe  or  carry 
out  any  prohibition,  requirement,  or  di¬ 
rection  made  or  given  pursuant  to  these 
regulations : 

(/)  Cut  wild  or  natural  hay  on  the  meadows 
of  any  Crown  range  without  having  re¬ 
ceived  a  permit  therefor,  as  provided 
under  Regulation  No.  2  (h)  : 

(g)  Neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  term 
or  condition  of  a  hay-cutting  permit 
held  by  him: 

(h)  Sell,  barter,  or  deal  in  hay  cut  or  pro¬ 
duced  from  Crown  range. 

(2)  Every  person  who  contravenes  any  pro¬ 
vision  of  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence,  and  liable,  on  summary  conviction, 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

(3)  Each  day’s  continuance  of  any  contra¬ 
vention  of  these  regulations  shall  constitute  a 
new  and  distinct  offence. 


Regulation  No.  5. —  (1)  Where  a  majority  in 
number  of  the  persons  using  any  Crown  range 
or  area  thereof  have  become  incorporated  into 
a  live-stock  association  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
tecting  or  improving  grazing  ranges  or  live 
stock,  upon  the  application  of  the  association 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  of 
Lands  and  Forests,  he  may  by  certificate  in 
writing  designate  that  association  as  an  ap¬ 
proved  live-stock  association  in  respect  of  the 
Crown  range  or  area  mentioned  in  the  certifi¬ 
cate;  and  thereafter  the  advisory  committee  of 
the  approved  association  shall  be  consulted  in 
the  framing  of  special  regulations  for  that 
Crown  range  or  area. 

(2)  The  executive  officers  of  the  approved 
live-stock  association,  or  such  members  of  the 
association  as  they  may  appoint,  shall  consti¬ 
tute  an  advisory  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
consultation  in  the  framing  of  special  regula¬
